—■ 'Che hbuae has been opeufld and the go v - 
ernment policy announced to an oaner and 
expectant public. Tlie multitude who 
crowded every available ii:irt of the chatii- 
ber and choked every iiveiuie loading 
tlioreto, was in striking contrast wLlli tho 
"beggarly array of empty" seats that 
" greeted the oponinR days of the preceding 
government. People grew tired, year 
after yoar, uf hearing the ravonllTco croak 
of "failure" from the Throne and rather 
tliau have their feelings harrowed by the 
monotonous and disastrous iiiinouuce- 
.meitt they atiiyod away. How changed 
the flCflne that yeiterday presented. Every 
eye naia bright with hopeful anticipation 
and aurely there was never congregated 
between the four walls' of a legislative 
chamber happior or more contented peo- 
ple than those whoiu Victoria sent to 
swell the throng at the opening uf this the 
most important session since the date of 
.confederation. Tlio energy and ability 
which the goTenimcnt displayed in the 
lirat seBsion and during the ruceaa had 
prepared the public for a progressive pro- 
gramme. Biit the country was hardly 
prepared for the bill of faro of good things 
which was laid before them yesterday. In 
practical grasp and substance it stands un- 
rivalled. No iatorest is neglected, no 
important topic slurred over, and no un- 
eortain sound is emitted ou any subject. 
The ministry felirlessly and unequivocally 
take their stand on the SoiileiueiU Act. 
In the first clauoe the speech deals witli 
that monicntoua matter which is destined 
to bring prosperity to every acctioa uf the 
province and place the country on the 
high road to that "good time" whicli was 
promised but uerer realized under the 
preceding administration. The public will 
be agreeably surprised to learn that .so 
far from the delay ivliich occaned in the 
oynfirmation of the Settlement Bill lust 
session having had a daiuagiug effect 
ail opportunity wjis nfibrded of so- 
cuting from the Doniiuiun govemntent 
aoQceaaions which are of great value to 
the general interests of the province. The 
country, theroforO|lo3t iidthitiL'by waiting. 
Occasion is taken tn •jotiyrntulate the 
country on the mcveu.sucl [irospeiity which 
is cverywliere visible, Iho <;rowt,h of pop- 
ulation, the tlii'owiiig dijeii of the Do- 
minion railway liuid.s ti> settlers at oiii' 
dollar an acre, the Inking over and coiii- 
pletion of the graviiij; dock by tlie l>oiniii- 
lon. Public iniproveinents are being vlj;- 
eroiiaiy pushed, mid private enterprises en- 
larged. The representations of the i»o\- 
ernuient hav~j secured the relention uf hi. 
M. S. Heroine at Esqniinalt, and the 
right of the province to a share of the 
lishery award and to more Indian agents 
haa been prosaed. The Chinese question 
was discussed with Sir Alc'caiuler Oaiiip- 
bell, and the speech states that iiuthing 
can bo done to stop the inilu.\ until repres- 
sive legislation shall have ti rat taken place 
at Ottawa.

^^inatinct witli life and activity, and the 
change that will be impaitcd to every in- 
terest will be sueh as few i)Owreali/.u.

In conclusion thoy state that in view of the 
high rents, increasing cost of fuel, clothiiii,' 
and other necessaries, together with de- 
creasing ahiUty to, purchase on the part of 
laeehauics antl laborers, any net on tlie part 
of the government; that will tend to further 
embaiiass this large and deserving portion 
of the duminiiui iiopulation could not but 
hn regarded iis an indieatioii of 'ii.dutermi- 
untioii to ignore tin! iuterosts of tills 
portion of the connunnity.

2. That such portion of the City of Vic- 
toria boinidud on the South of Port street, 
on tlio West by Victoriii Harbor; on tlie 
Nortli by ;i lino running nloiig the north- 
erly line of L'lt l'J7; thence Eiiaturly 
acru.s.s Store street to Fi.sgard street; 
thi.'uce Etisterly along Fisgnrd street to a 
point ;30 feot north of the nortli-east cor- 
ner of lot 598; thence Southerly along 
tho East line of lots 598 .md 087 to Cor- 
morant street; thence .Southerly acro.sa 
Cormorant street and along the Easterly 
line of lot 5.35, Block T, to Ptindoru 
.street; thence Southerly acriiss Pandora 
sheet to Broad street; thonco South to 
Fort street; bo hereby declared within 
the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 

ti. The centre of the several streets 
above mentioned shall, whore the line 
runs aiong tho street, be the limits re- 
ferred to.

The house presented its usual appear - 
ance with one exception. Well fitted up 
reporters' boxes have boon placed on eith- 
er side the entrance door at the bar of 
the house, chietly tlirnugli the exertions 
of Mr. Diiiisnniir, to whom the members 
of the press aru duly grateful, and it is to 
be hoped that tiie change will bo an im- 
provement, thougii yesterday could hard- 
ly bo regarded as a test. 

The Lieut. -Governor on taking his seat 
delivered the following speech, which 
was listened to with profound attention: 
Mr. Sp/alcer and Gentlemen of the Legis- 
tatim Assembly — 

I have called you thus early to attend 
to your legislative duties, feeling sure that 
you would recogni/.o the importance of 
dealing with queations of vital moment to 
the future welfare and progress of the 
province which 1 desire to submit immed- 
iately for your couaicler.ition. 

The visit of the Honorable Sir Alexan- 
der Campbell, minister of justice, to the 
province during the summer and the op- 
portunity thereby atl'orded cjf more thor- 
oughly considering the terms of the act 
relating to the Island railway, the graving 
dock, and the railway lands of the pro- 
vince resulted in the removal of the dif- 
ferences existing l)etwe(!M the two gov- 
ernments; and the delay in the conaum- 
niation of the settlement, alJiough at the 
time regretted, has alforded an opportunity 
to secure ftom the Dominion Government 
through the minister uf justice, conces- 
sions whicli are of great value to the gen- 
eral interests of the province. An amend- 
ed bill, eniboilyiiig the agreement entered 
into will be aubinitied t(j you, and, conse- 
quent upon the conlirint\tion of the meas- 
ure, will be the immediate commence- 
tnent and vigorous prosecution of the Ii- 



laud railway, a contract for which has al- 
ready been executed and ample security 
•deposited. 

I have to congratulate you upon the in- 
creased prosperity of the country. The 
progress in the settlement of agricultural 
land has been oxten.sive, and the prospect 
for continued improvement in the agri- 
cultural districts is -most hopeful and gra- 
tifying. The geiiewil trade of the pro- 
vince has been prosperous. Established 
industries are in a thriving condition. 
The building trade has been unprecedently 
active, nud the numerous lumber mills of 
the province have been ta.ved to their ut- 
most capacity to supply the demand for 
material. The drought of the past suuinier 
affected crops to a limited extent; but the 
increased prices of all kinds of produce 
fully compensated for any deficiency in 
the yield. In city and country alike 
prosperity lias been abundiintly experienc- 
ed, and 1 am encouraged to extend the 
efiurts I have been niakiiig to induce im- 
migration by making kuou ii na extensive- 
ly as possible the adv;uit.i(;es the country 
possesses in its mineral and forest wealth, 
its productive soil and its equally produc- 
tive waterS; its salubrious olimate, and ita 
commanding geographical position as tiie 
Pacific gateway of the Dominion of Can^ 
,ada. 

The opening of the Dominion railway 
lands on the mainland to settlement will 
be fully appreciated by you. It is an act 
of justice CO the province which has been 
long delayed on account of the unsatis- 
factory relations existing between the 
Dominion and provincial governments. 
The peoi)le had a right toe.\[iei;t tlie open- 
ing of the laud held by the Uoininioii 
Government in the province, hut the 
pi ice at which it should be sold was one 



jurors, sur'tora uud witnesaea time and ex- 
pense. 

The Jurors' Act, which was passed List 
session, has removed a grievance, and is 
working satisfactorily. 

The providing for the maintenance and 
comfort of those aiiiongac us who are de- 
prived of reason, is a subject which ap- 
peals to the highest and beat instincts of 
humanity. I regret to say that the luna- 
tic uaylum in its cliaracter and capacity 
for accommodatuiii of lunatics is wholly 
insuf&cient. I itm sure you will make lib- 
eral provision for this matter. During 
the recess an iiivestigalioii into the wants 
uf this institution has been held, ihe re- 
sults of.whioh will be laid before you. 

The subject of the custody of provincial 
prisoners requites earnest consideration at 
your hands. 

I have cau.ied an exploratory survey of 
the Kootenay district to be made, in or- 
der that j'oii may bo better able to appre- 
ciate the importance of this district and 
the value of the concessions granted by 
you for the purpose of opening it up. 

While experiencing a sense of lo.sa in 
the retirement of the Marquis of Lorne 
and his Royal Consort, who were warm 
friends of the province, I recognize that 
the appointment of Lord Laiiadowiie as 
Governor-General, will, owing to hia 
inarkod ability and political training, be 
of great advuntiige to the Dominion. 

Tho transcribing of the records for the 
District Land Registry Office at New West- 
minster has been well advanced, and it is 
hoped that tho oflicu will be established in 
the spring of the oiiaiiiiig year. 

The iMinoral Act, 188J, paasod for the 
[)ui'pi.3e of coiiaolidatiiig and amending 
the laws relating to minerals, other than 
coal, has been diaalluwud by the Domin- 
which the federal government had alone i ion govornmennt. It will therefore be 



the power to determine; it ia, therefore, 
most gratifying that my repreaeiitatioiia, 
made in the intcivat of actual settlers and 
with a view of encouraging the rapid set- 
tlement of these lauds, have resulted in 
the liberal conceaaiou made, that one dol- 
lar per acre shall be the price charged to 
bona tide settlers. 

Immigrants have come in during the 
aoasoii in considerable numbeia, iiud it ia 
satisfactory to know that those who have 
desired land have generally succeeded in 
finding suitable locations, and those who 
sought employment have been successful 
also. 

The pamphlet published in the a|.i Iiig 
of tho year has been extensively circulat- 
ed, and it is intended to supplement lliu 
work with information relative to the 
Kootenay district and otlua- valuable sec- 
tions of the country. Continued etl'urta 
to promote a healthy immigration are felt 
to be necessary, and as liberal provision 
as possible should bo made to meet the 
ivquirements of this brunch of the [iiiblic 
sjrvico. 

. Under the agreement eiiteiiMl into with 
the Dominion (ioveniiiii'iit the t;raviiii' 



iioceaaary to again consider the nuniiig 
laws; and a Bill relating thereto will bo 
introduced.

1 now leave you to your deliberations, 
feeling assured that in your hands tho in- 
terests of the province will be jealously 
guarded, and may Providence direct your 
lab ir.s to a Hiicceasful issue.

Tho drain which this under- 
taking has been upon the Gnancos of the 
province has thus ceased, and its early 
completion, at federal e.tponso, will en- 
able all the advantages which can be deriv- 
ed from the work to l)o reali/.ed at an early 
date without impoaiiiga tinancial burthen 
upon the people to secure them. 

Road work in the varioua districts of 
the province has been prosecuted much 
more extensively than in former ye irs. 
Among tlie more iniportiiiit works nndir 
taken may be moiitioiied the Savona 
Ferry bridge across the Tlionipaon river. 
This important structure,' when built, 
will prove of great value to the people of 
that section of the province. It has been 
long reijuired, and although the contract 
price for its construction is considerably in 
e.xcesa of the amount you voted for it at 
the last session of the logialal lire, I feel 
assured that you will cheerfully supple- 
ment that vote by the amount required. 

The coal mining industry contiiiucH tii 
increase in importance. The outimt of 
the Wellington colliery was, for a time, 
considerably diminiahed on,accoiiiit of the 
strike of tho miners there, but it is satis- 
factory to know that tlie advantages of the 
active working of the mine are being 
again realized by the people of Nanaiino. 
Tho Vancouver Coal Company, having op- 
ened up promising deposits of coal on new 
sections of their (extensive and v.'iluable 
property, arc now in a position to give a 
froah iiiipotua to the coal export of tho 
east coast (jf the island. 

Little change in the condition of the 
gold mining industry ia to bo noted. 
Placer mines continue to yield satis- 
factorily, and enterprising men are re- 
newing th.eir efr(n ts to establish that more 
permanent, and therefore more import- 
ant branch of the industry — quart:; min- 
ing. The prospects in this direction, in 
ill various sectiona of the province are 
favorable, and> it is to be hoped that the 
day ia not distant when British Oolumbia 
will t-\ke a prominent position as a (jiiartz 
milling C'untry. 

1 have urgently pressed on the Doinin- 
ion f iovernmont the iieeeaaity of relaiiiiiig 
a ship of war at lisquimalt, and my rep- 
reseiitatioii.'i have been so far successful 
that on the departure of Admiral Lyons, 
Her Majesty's ship "Heroine" was left on 
the station. 

I have also brought to the attention of 
the Dominion Govurnment our claim to 
share in the benefits of the Halifax Galiery 
award, and the subject is still under con- 
sideration. 

I have pressed on their notice tho no 
cessity of a more active control over the 
large Indian aottlenieiits, and the appoint- 
ment of more Indian agents; and acting 
oil these repreaeiitatioiia atepa have been 
taken to cany out niy view.s. 

Tho coiiditinn of things at jMetlakatlah 
has given mo serious uneasiness, but 1 
have reason to to hope that the presence 
of the recently aijpointed Indian ageii) 
will be the means of restoring law and or- 
der there. 

The Chinese (pioation was earnoatly dis- 
cuaaod with Sir Alexander Campbell when 
lie was here, but until some active legis- 
lationtakoB place on the partof tho Domin- 
ion Government on this iniportantsubject, 
the chief practical remedy in your hands 
would appear to be to encourage iminigra- 
tion of a class and character wliich will in 
time exclude the Chinese from the indus- 
tries which they are now absorbing. 

You will be pleased to know that the 
Supremo Court of Canada has recognizeil 
your undoubted right to regulate the pr. ■- 
ceduro in civil matters of the Supreme 
Court of British Columbia, ami that in 
pursuance of the opinion oxpresaed by tho 
former tribunal the Dominion Govern - 
iiient have directed two of the judges to 
reside on the Mainland, namely — one for 
New Westminater and one for the Clin- 
ton Judicial District. 1 am also glad to 
inform you that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, while declining to continue a roai- 
dent Supremo Court .ludge in Cariboo, 
have agreed to appoint a resident County 
Court Judt;e for the united districts of 
Cariboo and Lillooet. Tliia agru2iiioiil/l 
has been tho result of the County duirt 
Act passed by you in your last session. 

The act which you pussinl respect ing 
the times of the holding of Assi/.e Courts 
has ensured regularity in tho conduct 
of criminal business, and has saved to
